STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


[us.] To the inhabitants of the town of Brookfield in 
the county of Carroll in said state, qualified 
to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in 
said town, on the second Tuesday, of March next, at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects : 


1. ‘’o choose all necessary town officers for the year 
or three years ensuing, as the law requires. 


2. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to pay for breaking the roads for 
the year ending February 15, 1906. 


3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to pay for school supplies for the 
ensuing year. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of the public libra- 
ry the ensuing year. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of schools, above 
that required by law, for the ensuing year. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to pay for the repairing of high- 
ways and bridges the ensuing year. 
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7. To see if the town will vote to procure a new floor 
for the town house, and if so, raise and appropriate mon- 
ey to pay for the same. 


8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to pay for services of town officers, 
and all other necessary town expenses. 


9. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


For the Year Ending February 15, 1906 
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To THE CITIZENS OF BROOKFIELD: 

Again we realize it our duty to give you information 
in regard to the school work of the past year. 

A large sum of money in proportion to the size of our 
‘town has been expended the past year in one kind of 
education. As a business matter it should be used to the 
best advantage. This we have tried to do. 

There is another kind of education equally important. 
We refer to the training given at home. Certainly it is 
someone’s place to direct ‘the young in ways ot safety and 
usefulness, and this responsibility clearly rests upon the 
parents. Therefore, a careful consideration of the 
matter is of vital importance. Every home ought to be a 
school in which children can learn good manners. Every 
parent should strive as far as possible to be a good exam- 
ple. These influences, whether good or bad are all car- 
ried by the child to the school-room. 

Right here it is well to say a few words about finding 
fault with the teachers. Parents are justified in demand- 
ing good schools; but with many, we fear, it is easier to 
orumble and gossip than to earnestly help regulate the 
affairs that are going wrong. When you, as a parent, 
have any fault to find with the teacher it is better to 20 
directly to her and courteously tell her what it is. Per- 
haps it may be righted at once. Remember ever that 
school teachers have feelings as sensitive to misjudgment 
and abuse as other people have; that their position is 
often very trying. To get the best results from schools, 
scholars must be regular in their attendance. Though 
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the teacher be ever so efficient, she cannot fill the gap 
made by scholars being absent. In the average term if 
ten days are missed, the pupil must lose one-third of 
what he could have attained had he been present every 
day. We urge parents to be more earnest in the interest 
of the school work ; to co-operate in a larger degree with 
the teachers by prompting and encouraging their child- 
ren in regard to punctuality, perseverance and_ diligence.
